SECOND BEST HERD 
ON THE NORTH AMERICAN CONTINENT 


It takes a lot of intestinal fortitude to make a statement like that and admit you 
are only second best. There are about eighteen other fellows who claim they are 
best, or blushingly admit someone said they were best, and we intend letting 
them fight it out orally, fistically, or with the printed word. One thing is sure — 
no one wants to be second best. And, as that isn’t too bad, we’re going to claim 
that spot. Of course some of these first-place contenders may knock themselves 
or each other out or just plain get winded and land down as low as nineteenth 
place. Holding down uncontested second place makes us one of the better herds 
of the country — a good place to go to buy Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 


You know there are a lot-of uncrowned champions in the country, and there 
are a lot of cows that are touted as the true ideal, the genuine pattern, the 
original mold, or even the model supreme. Well, we don’t have any of those 
super-duper deluxes. Nor do we have any of those miracle cows who can merely 
stand in the middle of a pasture and make all the other cows change their form 
and take on her perfection and reflect her glory. No, we do it the hard way 
because our cows are just good producing animals made of the stuff cattle 
should be made of. 


When we talk about our cattle we talk in terms of blood and production, and 
we don’t get mixed up in a lot of figures which sound like the U. S. Treasury 
or the size of the national debt. When we read some advertisements and sale 
catalogues we get the impression the only background the animals have is the 
price the unfortunate owner paid for them. We never hear about how much 
the progeny sell for—that may be too sad and depressing. We admit we have gone 
overboard now and then, especially when some equally crazy or persistent guy 
was bidding against us. But when we have paid our check, that ends it. We’d 
tather forget it. And we’d a whole lot rather show you a $300 cow and tell you 
her get have averaged $3000. That makes us feel we were smart — once, anyway. 


Some fellows seem to have forgotten the lesson their teachers tried to pound into 
them — namely, there are three levels of goodness: good, better, best — and they 
use only that one word best. We are reminded of old Ben Bernie, who used to 
say about a product he sold on the air waves, “The mostest of the bestest.” We’ll 
bet at Fred Hahne’s print shop the type letters that wear out fastest are those 
that are in best, greatest, finest, phenomenal; and we’ll bet the typesetters 
frequently go blind setting up those words. 


Abraham Lincoln was a good judge of human nature, and his homely statement 
still holds good and lives on — namely, “It is true you may fool all of the people 
some of the time, and you can even fool some of the people all of the time, but 
you can’t fool all of the people all the time.” When you come to Hideaway 
you don’t get any ballyhoo, magic powder, the old shell game, or trick mirrors. 
You get just good, low-down cattle facts. You will get an eyeful, and you can 
reach your own conclusions. 

In view of the fact we’re only second best, we’ll confine ourselves to such words 
as good or better, and let you decide whether Hideaway isn’t a good place to go 
to when you want good cattle — cattle that will do well for you, and not the kind 
that will “do” you. The butcher gets those.

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Ten Years at Angus Valley 


The Angus Valley Farms of today are the result of 
a desire to take an active part in the business of raising 
better livestock. In December 1939, the first unimproved 
240 acres were purchased, and in a few weeks more, an- 
other 80 acres were added. Ray Hardesty was persuaded 
to leave his employer, The Sand Springs Home Estates, 


and become manager of the 320 acres in February, 1940.. 


That spring 16 well bred females were purchased in Sun- 
beam Farms’ June sale. Several were carrying calves and 
two were daughters of Black Prince of Sunbeam, the 1938 
International Champion. In the International Sale that 
fall, Blackcap Revolution B. 8th, the first herd sire was 
purchased at auction. He was Champion and top selling 
bull of the sale cattle. The evidence of his being a great 
bull is in the herd today. 


In 1941, 600 acres of land adjoining on the south 
were added. Twelve head of females from the Lonjac 
Dispersion Sale, and 10 more from Sunbeam’s 1941 sale, 
together with 16 from the L. R. Kershaw Sale, and 12 in 
the Cremona Farms’ sale were also added. With the ex- 
ception of 9 head, of the 66, which we lost through various 
causes, they are all still in the herd, and are considered 
very good brood cows. ~ 


During 1940 and 1941, most of the fences and farm 
buildings and dwellings were completed, and many 
pastures were provided, with terracing and contour farm- 
ing a major project for all the land. Phosphate and lime 
were used in abundance, and all possible manure was ac- 
cumulated and spread. The results of these practices 
are very noticeable today, as the land had been originally 
corned and cottoned to death. 
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A few of the first calves produced on the farms, song 
and daughters of B. 8th were sold through consignment 
sales. These consignment sales were, indeed, a great help 
to Angus Valley Farms, and all the worthy cattle offered 


were sold at good prices. This method of marketing for 


the smaller breeder has been a great boon to the Pure 
Bred Angus Cattle business wherever such sales are 
properly carried on. 


In 1942, 1943, 1944 and 1945, a large number of fe 
males and several bulls were purchased, all at public auc 
tion sales. Buils acquired were Glen Eric of Angus Vak 


ley, a son of Glencarnock Eric of Cremona, the 1940 


Champion; Eileenmere 503d, a son of the 85th; a son of 


Wintonier 4th, the 1941 Champion; and, in March 1946) 


at the National Sale, the purchase of Prince Sunbeam 
105th, a son of Prince Sunbeam 29th was made. He has 


provided Angus Valley with much publicity through hig

Our Operating Personnel 


‘Angus Valley is extremely proud of its operating personnel. Ray Hardesty, born on a farm near Ottumwa, Iowa in the great corn belt, 
having attended the agricultural school at Ames, Iowa, has given unstintingly of his time and energy to his favorite beef breed as Man- 
ager of these farms, and his farm-keeping has been complimented by many visitors. 


Earl Dugger, graduate in Animal Husbandry of Oklahoma A. & M. College, has indeed accomplished much in his position as Herds- 
man, and the animals on the farm are good evidence of his industry. 


Walter Willis, a former Shorthorn enthusiast, now 5 years at Angus Valley, is in charge of the entire breeding program, and as all 
animals are all hand bred, he is busy from sunup to sundown. 


Dee Duke is assistant to Walter Willis and these two handle the breeding program, and one or the other visits each pasture twice 
aday. Yes, the cow herd is important. 


Joe Cole, graduate of Louisiana State University in Animal Husbandry in 1948, is also counted among Angus Valley’s. valuable 
assets, and his capable help is indeed valuable to Earl Dugger in the barns or on the Show Circuit in pursuit of the coveted Blue Ribbons. 


Charles Meyers, another of our assistant herdsman, formerly with Ralph L. Smith and now helping Earl Dugger along with Joe 
Cole. 


Arnold Cowan, employed in 1943, has charge of the farming operations, and is ably assisted by Homer Duncan, C. C. Slayhaugh, 
Jack Crowl, Paul Ruth, Ray McKee and several others, usually harvesting 800 or more tons of Atlas Sargo Silage, 25 to 30 thousand 
bales of hay, alfalfa and blue stem, building fences and repairing them and also assisting with the cattle, and spring and fall preparing 
of the lands for seeding of alfalfa, brome, fescue, rye grass and lespedeza, and also spreading over 1000 loads of barn manure each year, 
together with an average of from 600 to 1000 tons of lime and phosphate each year. In addition, these farmers now have the care of a 
300 acre irrigation system to insure adequate pastures during the dry months.

Reasons for a Pure Bred Cattle Farm 


Agriculture is the largest industry in the United 
States. Diversified it is, producing varieties of food 
through channels thought out scientifically and also by 
those who only know to plant a seed. The wind, the snow, 
the rain, the heat, the cold each play an important part in 
our lives, and most noticeable in agriculture. Too few 
people realize the importance of either. We are fast 
awakening to the fact that there is no substitute for food. 
Without food we all perish. Yet America alone practical- 
ly fed the world and waged a war at the same time. Yes, 
Agriculture is our Largest and Greatest Industry. 

Cattle raising is an extremely important part of agri- 


culture, furnishing the machinery to consume the grasses 
and cereals of the land best adapted to the locality in 


which they grow, and at the same time enriching and Gop- 
serving the soil upon which we live. 


There is only one good reason for the existence of 
Pure Bred Cattle, Swine or Sheep. The aim and goal ofa 
breeder of pure bred stock must be to better the import- 
ant phases of the animal he produces. The dairy man 


hopes to produce more pounds of butter fat for pound of 


feed fed. The swine producer hopes to produce more 
pounds of desirable pork for the butchers block on less 
food consumed. The sheep breeder’s goal is to produce 
two things: more edible meat and better wool. 


The ever more popular beef breed of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle have led the other beef breeds a long way from the 
tall, rangy, shallow bodied, horned beasts to the refined, 
marbled carcass of more edible meat to the live weight 
than other beef cattle, in less time and on less food. 


Some Thoughts 


Angus breeders have set a high record. It becomes 
more difficult each year to improve the almost perfect 
animal. But, through concentration of efforts, together 
with matings of different strains, it is possible each 
year to grow more pounds of beef per pound of feed, in 
less time than before. This cannot be accomplished with- 
out observation and careful study. Any animal not dis- 
playing definite characteristics or aptitude along this 
line is not a breed improver. Animals have bred-in ap- 
petites, as well as hornlessness and black or white or 
mixed colored calves. 


Those animals that love the feed trough, and prove it 
by keeping their noses in it, have a right to be expected to 
improve the breed. The slow, choosey kind are either 
sickly or are bred that way. They must eat to grow and 
become fat, and they must do it speedily. The expression, 
“He’s a Good Doer” should mean more than it does to all 
breeders. 


About eight years ago, a man whose herd has since 
become a pattern in Angus history stated that he “liked 
to see them eat like hogs.” And his cattle did, and still 
do just that. It can safely be said he was on the right 
track.

tana, completed several years ago, gives proof of the wis- 
dom of intelligent choice of Herd Sires for improved 
breeding programs. Briefly—twenty-eight registered 
bulls of a certain competitive breed were sélected, pre- 
sumably all good prepotent bulls. Also, 256 good, repre- 
sentative, healthy commercial and registered cows were 
chosen for matings. All animals were carefully number- 
ed and mated, 20 each year to each bull. No bull in the 
eight years ever mated with the same female. All calves 


were counted and weighed at calving, when weaned, from 


grass and after the same amount of feeding to the 
butchers block. 


Most remarkable and significant results were obtain- 
ed in them, is a great lesson. The bull that sired the best 
calves the first year held that position for eight years. 
The next several bulls changed places as second to fifth, 
only infrequently, and the next ten or more changed posi- 
tion a few times, and the last dozen were last always, 
although many mated with the same cows as the number 
one and other high record holders. . Strangely enough, 
number 27 and 28 were always 27 and 28 on the records. 


The results were definite and conclusive, for the 
calves by the first number one bull weighed 183 pounds 
each, averaged more than the calves by number 27 and 28, 
all with the same amount of feed, treatment and care.

MR. TOASTMASTER, LADIES AND 
GENTLEMEN: 

“As you will soon see, I am not an orator. 
I am just a cattleman producing beef on 
irrigated pastures in the State of Washing- 
ton. That’s quite a long way from: here. 
Our problems are different in some details 
from those of the Southwest, but basically, 
they are the same. 

Our good friend, Walter Netsch, suggest- 
ed that I give you a little of my back- 
‘ ground so that you will identify me as com- 
ing from the State of Washington, rather 
than Washington D. C. Formerly, I was 4 
range operator running cattle in the valleys 
and foothills of the Cascade Mountains in 
the northwestern part of this country. We 
ran a sizeable outfit for the northwest. 


For several years prior to the selling of _ 


my range operation, I gave considerable 
thought to what I felt was our rather anti- 
quated methods of beef production. It seem- 
ed to me that the raising of cattle should 
be considered as a business. If this con- 
tention was right, costs of production were 
of paramount importance. After consider- 
able investigation, I decided that an irrigat- 
ed pasture type of operation might juce 
my cost per pound of beef produced. 

With this in mind, I disposed of our 
range holdings and purchased several 
ranches which subsequently, I put into irri- 
gation pastures. I might say that I have 
never regretted making this change. 

prime importance to us cattlemen to- 
day is: 1. How many pounds of beef can we 
r per acre? 2. What does it cost us to 
produce this beef per pound? 

' Or putting it another way, what return 
can we get per dollar invested in land, cat- 
tle, labor, ete. ? 

‘You might be interested and, I hope you 
will pardon me for personal reference in 
the following. We produced in 1949, six 
hundred and thirty-nine pounds of beef per 
acre on improved irrigated pastures at a

reasonable cost per pound. On our native 
impeares pastures, the production per acre 
fell to four hundred and thirty-four pounds, 
and, the cost rose. Neighboring reco 
show on native pastures, the cost is con- 
siderably higher. However, all in all, 1 am 
able to produce beef cheaper y under 
the permanent pasture type of production 
than I did formerly under. the range condi- 
tions as they exist in our state. 

Many things, of course, enter into the 
picture. In the first Dew we get about a 
98% calf crop weaned. Our death loss is 
less than 1%. Our labor costs are v 
small based on the pounds of beef produced. 
Our cattle all “kill”. We do not have to sell 
feeder cattle. The last bunch of spayed 
— that we sold this year ivcsiad 56% 
plus. ; 

Thére is another favorable factor in this 
type of intensified beef production and that 
is our marketing. If we get a so-called “hot 
market”, we are able to get our cattle to 
the slaughter plants in the Puget Sound 
area within four hours after we receive the 
order. Under the range type of manage- 
ment, where we had to get the cattle out of 


-the mountains, it sometimes took us as 


much as ten days to make delivery. 

I don’t imagine that this is of too much 
interest to you, but I did want you to know 
briefly, what we are doing in our state of 
Washington in following modern business 
trends in beef production. 


I know that by proper grazing, pasture 


rotation, water development and, other good 
management methods, range operators are 
likewise produci meat more efficiently 
than formerly and maintaining their 
grass cover. We all can still do better. 
Todzy’s stockman is a businessman, not, 
all the pulp writers and movies to the con- 
trary, a glamour boy galloping over the 
prairies in a haze of gun smoke. Since 
YOU CAN’T EAT GRASS’, our business 
is to convert the grass by means of the cow 


or ewe, into a necessary food for the Ameri- 
can housewife and her family. In Oklahoma 
in 1948, that business amounted to 345 mil- 
lions of dollars. As members of one of the 
most complicated industries in the world, 
we have many problems to solve. As 
Wentworth once said, we have problems in 
genetics, in nutrition, agronomy, engineer- 
ing, chemistry, salesmanship, and financing. 
Basically, however, our biggest and most 
immediate problem is to find ways and 
means of making the cow or ewe produce 
more and better meat at prices in line with 
the housewife’s ability to pay. . 

I just wonder if we don’t put too much 
emphasis on the selling price of our products. 
If it costs us fifteen cents to produce a 
pound of meat animal, and, we sell for 
twenty cents, we have a five cents margin. 
And, if it costs us seven cents to produce 
and we sell for twelve cents, we still have the 
same margin. We receive greater returns 
on our investment due to fewer dollars in- 
vested, and, of great importance—if other 
members of the team do their job and I 
know they will—is the fact that our wives 
can buy more meat with the same dollar. 

I would like to emphasize again, that in 
order to have a sound livestock economy, 
we must have a broad market which we can 
supply with meat at a price which the larg- 
est number of consumers can afford to pay. 

I question whether any of us are putting 
enough study into this matter of lowering 
our production cost. . —_- 

Without going into the details of the tre- 
mendous gro of our national population, 
I would like to call your attention to the 
fact that there are fifty-three head of all 
cattle and calves per hundred persons in 
this country as of 1949. We must maintain 
that relationship of cattle to humans be- 
cause that number of cattle surely are 
needed. This means again, that we must 
make improvements in production methods

Schmidt Brothers 


INNING three out of five inter-breed grand championships in 
fat cattle competition the showing made by Aberdeen-An- 
steers in the Fiftieth Anniversary International Live 
Stock Show in Chicago was very gratifying to breed followers. 

The Aberdeen-Angus grand championships came in the fat car 
lot competition, the junior feeding contest, and in the carcass steer 
competition. The missing purples were in the open steer show, 
and in the group of three steers. 

To date the International score sheet for the Doddies reads as 
follows: thirty-seven inter-breed purples in car lot competition 
against seven for Herefords and one for Shorthorns; forty-one 
grand championships in carcass competition against two for other 
breeds (one of which was an Aberdeen-Angus crossbred); sixteen 


—_— championships in club competition compared with nine for 


erefords and seven for Shorthorns. In the open steer show the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed has scored twenty-four inter-breed purples 
against eleven for Herefords and seven for Shorthorns. In the 
three-steer group the Doddies have topped twenty-seven times, 
Herefords seven times, and Shorthorns six times. 

Winning their sixth International car lot grand championship 
in twenty years of trying the Schmidt Brothers, of Delmar, Iowa, 
presented as good a load of Aberdeen-Angus as has been seen at 
the International. The load winning for Ferd and George Schmidt 
were lightweights. Nine of the steers in the championship load 
were of their own breeding, all by their senior sire, Raona’s Bardo- 
lier 4th. The other six were Nebraska Sand Hills steers. 

Reserve purple at the Fiftieth International went to TO Here- 
fords, shown by Karl Hoffman, of Ida Grove, Iowa. Every year 
since 1939 the International purple has gone either to the Schmidt 
Blacks. or the Hoffman Whitefaces. Each has won six purples. 

The Schmidt victory came after the Clinton county, Iowa, 
feeders, had swept the Aberdeen-Angus car lot show with loads 
heading each of the three weight divisions—placing one-two in the 
lightweights and one-three in the middleweight and heavyweight

Live Stock Show can go down on the 
books as one of the leading expositions of 
the country. This was proven November 
14, 15 and 16 at Timonium, Maryland, when 
one of the atest Aberdeen-Angus shows 
ever held in the east featured the third 
annual Eastern National. 

The breeding cattle show of 205 head 
was seventy head larger than the Doddie 
exhibit of a year ago.

T's FIFTH ANNUAL Chicago Feeder 


By COLIN KENNEDY 


The 3,099 head of feeder cattle, calves 
and yearlings, averaged 499 pounds and 
brought an average price of $26.60 per cwt. 

The Jess Hadley Blacks were sired by 
bulls of his own raising. The Nebraska 
rancher has been breeding Aberdeen-Angus 
for a good many years. Up until 1918 all 
of the cows were registered, but the chains 
were taken off and since that they have 
been handled eiseotg’ on a commercial basis. 

Commenting on the weight, of his calves 
Mr. Hadley said that the 1949 crop was 
smaller and lighter at birth, due to the 
severe winter, and that they never eahe 


_made -up this deficiency. Although he had 


comparatively few losses from last winter’s 
storms the cow herd had a tough time of it. 
But once on grass they quickly regained 
their former condition. But one aftermath 
of the storm is showing up this fall, he 
said. A number of cows are showing a 
stiffness in the back quarters, similar to 
rheumatism. This is especially noticeable in 
the older cows. 

Over 500 calves were B roduced by the 
Hadley herd this year. For winter feed, 
1,700 tons of hay has been cut and stacked. 
“No, I don’t do any windrow feeding,” 
was his answer to a newer way of winter 
hay feeding. “Either the hay is cut and put 
up, or left to stand. For winter feed when 
the cattle can get out I prefer the standing 
grass. When it is in windrows it is apt to 
get wet, or tramped on, and the cattle waste 
a lot of it.”

The Success of Commercial Calves Started Pure Bred Herd 


HIS IS THE STORY of a $200.00 bull 
calf who went into a commercial herd 
to sire more than $80,000 worth of 

market-topping cattle. 

Old Eileenmere 184th is gone now. But 
before he went on to his bovine reward he 
did a job of selling Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
to his owners, William Henry Son of 
Cambridge, Illinois. 

“He proved to us that an Aberdeen-An- 
gus cow herd on black, corn belt land will 
produce more net return, year after year 
than either steer feeding or cash grain 
farming,” says William Henry, Jr., who 
operates the three Henry farms in Henry 
county, Illinois. “When we started our 
neighbors said it wouldn’t Fin! out, and I 
was skeptical myself. I had always favor- 
ed buying feeder cattle each fall. But it 
wasn’t until the cow herd got into produc- 
tion that the books began to show a better 
net than when steers were bought.” 

The job of selling done by Eileenmere 
184th has been complete. The grade cows 
are gradually being ere by registered 
cows. But a lot of the grades will be 
around until their calf-raising..-days are 
They are daughters of the old bull,

admits that the start of the Henry herd was 
quite accidental. “Dad was out in Wyo- 
ming buying feeder cattle and ran across 
thirty-six commercial Angus cows with 
calves at side. The calves looked good and 
the price on the lot was $75.00 a round, 
which also looked safe. This was at Park- 
man, Wyoming, in the fall of 1937. 

“Well, we had the cows. They were bred 
and after they dropped their calves in the 
spring of 1938 we thought we would go on 
hear 8 them for awhile.

That was the reason that two seats at 
the historic Congdon & Battles dispersion

were occupied by two novices from Henry 
county, Illinois. Most breeders are agreed 
that the Congdon & Battles sale was 
the event that got the Aberdeen-Angus 
business off dead center and started into a 
new era of growth and profitable prices. 
Prices paid looked high for the times. But 
the men looking for a bull to head their 
commercial herd started bidding on a fif- 
teen months old calf that looked like he 
would do. His pedigree was right, too, but 
at that time, Bill Henry says, one looked 
about as as another. They got him 
for a final bid of $200.00. 

Eileenmere 184th carried two close 
crosses to both the great Oakville Quiet Lad 
and to Meraman of Tierra Alta—close 
enough, at any rate, that they show in the 
pedigrees of his registered calves. His sire 
was Queenmere 70th, by Prizemere 5th, who 
was by Oakville Quiet Lad. His dam was 
Eileen of Rosemere 7th, by Prizemere 9th, 
who was a son of Meraman of Tierra Alta. 
Her dam, in turn, was a full sister to Eileen- 
mere 4th, who was also by Oakville Quiet 
Lad out of the famous Black Eileen. 

Eileenmere 184th headed the Henry herd 
from 1938 until earlier this year—a span of 
twelve years. Most of the time, or until the 
last year or so, he was the only bull they 
had. Of his eleven crops of calves ten were 
fed out on the Henry Farms. All ten crops 
topped the Chicago market the day they 
were sold. His last calves, dropped this 
spring, will be sold in 1950. 


The last sale of calves by Eileenmere 


184th was in Chicago on September 21 of this 
year when forty-one steers and heifers aver- 
aging 984 pounds sold at $31.25 per cwt.,; 
top for mixed cattle. His calves going to 
Chic have grossed more than $80,000.00. 
In addition there are his 1949 calves, plus 
twenty-five commercial heifers and eleven 
registered daughters which have gone back 
into the herd. “And besides these,” says 
Bill Henry, “we sold quite a number of bull

calves by him to farmers who wanted ga

A Newer Missouri Herd Adds 
Two Top Bulls Recently. . . 


NE of the good cattle sections of the 
country is the area adjacent to Kan- 
sas City. Here climate, soil, topog- 
raphy and proximity of markets makes an 
ideal location for beef herds—either com- 
mercial or pure bred. This is the opinion 
of non-Missourians and non-Kansas Citians. 
Natives of the area go a bit stronger. They 
say there is no place in the world like it. 

The number of Aberdeen-Angus herds 
established in Clay and Jackson counties in 
the last few years, and in adjacent Kansas, 
marks a distinct trend. We recently visited 
one of these newer herds—that of Larry S. 
Beck, located north of Kansas City near 
Smithville. Mr. Beck, a Kansas City hotel 
executive, and Mrs. Beck, make their home 
on Winn-Larr Farms. This is understand- 
able. It is a beautiful setting, and still 
within commuting distance of the city. 

Larry Beck places his conversion to the 
Blacks at the doorstep of the late Jim Nu- 
gent, whose farm adjoined the Beck land. 
“Mrs. Beck and I formerly had _ saddle 
horses, and thought we were doing all right. 
But Jim used to come over Sundays, or I 
would go to his place, and somehow or other 
his conversation always got around to Aber- 
deen-Angus. Jim Nugent was a powerful 
force in breed expansion in this part of the 
country. When I first started taking notice 
of the Blacks about the only herds around 
were those of Ralph Smith, Jim Nugent 
and A. H. Schmidt.” 

Jim Nugent’s missionary work took. In 
1945 Larry Beck purchased sixteen bred fe- 
males from his neighbor. The purchase of 
a bull was not necessary until the following 
year. A few more females were added— 
from the production sales of Ralph L. Smith 
and Penney & James, and at the Missouri 
State Sale at Sedalia. Then we waited. 


“TI wanted to get the feel 
of the business and see how 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and I 
got along. I wanted to get 
acquainted with the cows and 
see how the calves developed. 
It was also a matter of de- 
ciding what I wanted to do. 
Whether to run a fair herd 
of cattle on a semi-commer- 
cial basis, or whether to go 
all out for Angus and estab- 
lish a top herd.”

at is, all but one young 
horse in training.. Instead 
the pastures of this gently 
rolling farm support a herd 
of 130 head of cows, calves 
and yearlings. The Becks 
me eventually to have a 
erd of 100 brood cows, plus 
the usual, complement of 
calves, yearlings and two- 
ear olds. We say “the 
ecks” because Mrs. Beck 
has also transferred her in- 
terest to the Aberdeen- Angus 
herd. And it is an active 
interest, not a passive one. 
“She knows as much about the igrees 
and breeding as I do,” her husband 
acknowledges. 
- When the decision was made to push the 
herd to the front one of the first problems, 
of course, was herd bulls. The first bull 
used in the herd was Bandolier H. 2d, pur- 
chased from Silver Top Farms of Missouri.

As many of the readers of the Journal 
know, I am a merchant. When I started my 
first retail store in 1902, with an invest- 
ment of my total savings of $500, plus a

foot store in a frontier town would grow 
into a chain of stores that would blanket 
the-entire United States. But I did know 
that I had some definite ideas of what con- 
stituted good, honest business. I did know 


N BUSINESS must be well-known, and 


' that I would step aside from the business 


practices that were in general use in the 
early 1900’s. I did know that my business 
wren, # live and thrive by the Golden Rule, 
or I would have no part of it. You can well 
imagine how cynically these lofty ideals 
were received by my business contempor- 
aries, including the local bankers. 

What happened was that people were 
so astonished at this new way of doing busi- 
ness that they came out of curiosity—and 
became my customers because it was to 
their interest to do so. 

The little town where I started, Kem- 
merer, Wyoming, was a coal mining com- 
munity. Since the miners were paid once 
a month, it was customary for them to be 
in debt to the stores where they shopped. 
They didn’t like it, but they couldn’t help 
themselves. . . . prices were so high that 
they could never catch up. As soon as they 
found that they could come to my store and 
buy everything they needed at rock-bottom 

ices, but for CASH, they started trans- 
erring their business to me. The word 
went round like wildfire—not only in Kem- 
merer itself, but in outlying towns—and 
people came from miles around to shop at

that astounded everyone was my attitude 
toward the people who worked for me. I 
chose them carefully.

It 
must be his constant concern to see that 
every customer gets friendly attention. Tc 
do that, he post contented, warm-hearted, 
ambitious salespeople, who like their jobs, 
because those jobs mean helping people. 

This sort of thing dosn’t grow out of 
high-powered, high-pressure organizational 

tterns. It is entirely a human problem. 
t is a matter of selecting the right per- 
sonnel, training them carefully in the at- 
titudes which we, as a Company, have found 
best in the long run, and then letting them 
work it out. I can’t explain any better how 
this works than~to quote from an article 
which recently appeared in CORCNET 
magazine: This article cited, from the many 
thousands in our files, human _ interest 
stories that explain how the Penney Com- 
pany has attained its unique position among 
the retail businesses of this country: 

“SOMETHING UNUSUAL in the annals 
of big business was chalked up one day in 
1947 in Alpine, Texas, when the local J. C. 
Penney store caught fire. After the fire- 
men left, the store was still there, some- 


what charred but still functional. Mull 
merchandise, however, had been soaked, and 
0 it could be dried out business had to 


“At this point, local housewives rushed to 
the rescue. Some women hung Penney mer- 
chandise on their clotheslines, orthers spread 
it on their lawns, still others took over va- 
cant lots for the drying process. In short 
order, the merchandise was returned to the 
store, and Penney was back in business. 

“This little incident of citizenry rushing 
to the rescue of a big cha “y 
isolated one, by any means. 

“Some months earlier, when a tornado 
ripped through Wells, Minnesota, the ceil- 
ing of the Penney store caved in. Recon- 
struction took months. But, thanks to Wells 
citizens, the store was immedately and 
cozily installed in the basement of the 
Methodist Church. 

“Such evidences of local love continually 
dumbfound students of merchandising, ak 
ready flabbergasted by other peculiar facets 
of the Penney operation. 

“Until a few years ago, stores and fix 
tures were strictly utilitarian. Today, while 
many of the old establishments have been 
brightened up and new ones built to cur 
rent design, the emphasis is still on attrac 
tive merchandise presentation. 

“But if you see no exotic trappings, you 
are likely to witness some unusual goings 
on. Last winter in Antigo, Wisconsin, 
where the temperature drops to 26 below, 
one customer wanted underwear heavier 
than anything made. On the spot, the store 
alteration department sewed him a suit of 
snuggles from some surplus Army blankets. 

“In Plymouth, Wisconsin, a blushing 
young couple bought new outfits, then ask- 
ed if there was any pluce in town where 
they could be married. The salesclerk calk- 
ed a justice of the peace and arranged the 
wedding. . 

“Such incidents amaze competition. But 
then, Penney salespecple seem to be a breed 
apart. Last Christmas, a couple in Mor 
roe, Michigan, sent holiday cards to every 
salesclerk in the Penney store. And @ 
California, Clark Gable, who buys work 
clothes in the Van Nuys store, finally parte 


ed with a prized jacket which he had worm 
- Soe the war—to a local Penney 
cler ; 


Coronet. goes on to say: 

“What Penney has accomplished is @ 
combine all the advantages of modern mas 
merchandising with the old home-town store 
idea, sacrificing none of the latter’s friené 
ly helpfulness toward custoniers. This ef 
traordinary feat traces back to a singula 
individual who approached the store bust

MADISON COUNTY SALE—On Novem- 
ber 14th the Madison County Iowa Angus 
Breeders’ Association had a very successful 
sale of commercial Angus cattle. Sixty- 
three purebred and commercial Angus 
breeders all residing in Madison Cage f 
sold 818 commercia] Angus steers and heif- 
ers. There were purc rs from 24 Iowa 
Counties and one out of state buyer. 

The sale opened with the selling of 22 
4-H steer calves for an average of $203 per 
head. The top selling steer came from C. 
E. Womboldt’s herd of Winterset and sold 
for $410 to Cope Furgeson, New Sharon,

Iowa. Mr. Womboldt consigned six purebred 
calves and sold for a general average of 
$265 per head. 

Consigned to the Winterset commercial 
sale for the first time were nine purebred 
heifer calves suitable for junior projects, 
The purebred heifer calves averaged $204 
with the top heifer selling for $345. 

There were 167 lots of feeder cattle sold 
ranging from to 22 head per lot for a gen- 
eral average of $28.77 per cwt. The com- 
mercial Angus steer calves made a general 
average weight of 469 pounds averaging 
$135.08 per head. The top price on a lot of 
calves was $36 per cwt with several loads 
going over $31. Herman Meyer, Manning, 
owa, purchased a load of 22 head of 498 
pound calves at $33 per cwt. 

There were 283 head of commercial heif- 
er calves sold for a general average of 
$27.72 per cwt. The heifer calves averaged 
447 pound per head. The total sale volume 
was $110,394.50. 

Plans are already under way for another 
sale in the fall of 1950 with a goal of 1000 
head of commercial and purebred Angus 
calves being offered for public auction— 
Bob Duprey. 


LOUISIANA BREEDERS MAKE SALE 
PLANS—A state wide survey and partial 
inspection has been completed by President 
Chris Keller and S. E. McCraine of the 
Louisiana Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. The tour included most of the state, 
Particular attention was given the smaller 

newer breeders as weil as the commer- 
cial herds of the state. 

According to Mr. Keller the greatest 
number of cattle found to be available fora 
state sale were unfitted cattle of young 
ages. Early indications are that there will 
not be enough fitted cattle available in the 
state to warrant holding the annual fitted 
sale at Baton Rouge in the spring and plang 
are being considered for a combination fit 
ted and group sale. 

The association officers feel this type of 
sale would benefit more members. In this 
type of sale both fitted cattle at halter and 
unfitted cattle in groups of two to five head 
are consigned. Those interested in the sale 
which probably will be held the latter part 
of February are urged to contact Secretary 
S. E. McCraine, Louisiana State University, 
Baton Rouge. 


COMMERCIAL CATTLE DEMAND 
GOOD—The most sought after commodity 
in the Southwest today are comme 
Angus females of all ages. Next in line are 
Angus bulls. An females will out sell 
other breeds in this area by a substantial 
margin and are in great demand. Relatively 
few cows or bred heifers are ne 
most breeders are adding to their herds @ 
restock their farms and ranches to pre 
drought levels. 


Most of the heifer calf crop moved back

placement purposes. Prices have been gen- 
erally two cents to three cents above steer 
¢alf prices with most of the better calves 
moving at 26 cents and 27 cents. Very few 
heifer calves have gone to the feeder buyer 
or packer this fall and this increase in good 

s females should have its effect on the 
pull market with twelve months.

membership has resulted in a substantial 
increase in new members for the Louisiana 
association. The newsletter which is now 
being mailed to everyone interested in Ab- 
erdeen-Angus in the state has done a lot 
toward promoting good will. 


NEW PROGRAM FOR MARYLAND 
BREEDERS—The Maryland Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders have launched a new and 
strengthened promotional program, which 
started October 1st by the hiring of a full 
time fieldman-secretary, Charles M. Peery, 
with headquarters in New Windsor, Mary- 
land, is now hard at work helping the 
breeders in the state. 

The first event of the new program was a 
promotional sale of steer calves donated by 
the members, the proceeds of which will go 
toward financing the expanded program. 
The twenty-eight calves, many of which 
went to 4-H club members, averaged one 
hundred and sixty-five dollars when auc- 
tioned off during the week of the Eastern 
National Livestock Show at Timonium, 
Maryland.

I am happy to 
report the year 1949, as has been the case 
every year during the past decade, is one of 
increase in every department.

Finances 

The total gross income for the fiscal year 
was $411,450.11 as compared with $386,- 
416.24 in 1948. Expenditures were $375,- 
450.11 as compared with $351,335.24. The 
net profit was $70,396.53 for 1949 and $31,- 
132.03 for 1948. The net worth of the As- 
sociation was increased from $396,624.94 to 
$471,052.69. Breed promotion totaled $74,- 
273.49 with $72,229.90 last year, and pre- 
miums increased from $59,343.17 to $64,- 
379.38; this included $10,804.21 for calf club 
premiums. 

Imports and Exports 

There were 684 cattle imported from 
Canada and 596 of these have been regis- 
tered in the American herd book. Forty- 
nine head were imported from Scotland. 
Exports included 25 head to Cuba, 10 to 


Costa Rica, 6 to South America, 3 to Brit- 
ish West Indies, 2 to Mexico and 36 to 
Canada. We have exchanged herd books 
with the Rural Society in South America 
and cattle from this country will now be ac- 
cepted for registry in their country without 
tracing the animals to all of their Scotch 
ancestry. Negotiations are underway to 
have our certificates honored by the Scotch 
Society. 


Public Auctions 


The total of 226 public auctions is the 
greatest number ever reported to the na- 
tional office for one year. Sales were held 
in 40 states and Canada. County, district 
and state auctions were responsible for 134 
of these sales. There were 3337 bulls sold 
for $2,113,106 an average of $695.78. Fe- 
males totaled 10,909 selling for $5,722,317 
for an average of $524.52. The 14,246 head 
sold for 7,835,423 an average of $550. This 
compares with an average of $533.62 on 
13,663 head in 209 auctions in 1948. 


Promotional Activities 


Accumulative results from advertising, 
publicity and other informational activities 
of the association, its field staff, and many 
local groups, have brought increasing 
amounts of mail to the national office from 
those desiring more information about 
Aberdeen-Angus. These mail inquiries have 
been answered with personal letters and 
with publications that have been distributed. 
Wide exhibition has been given the film, 
“On America’s Angus Trails”, which has 
been booked well into next year. There are 
10 copies now being used. 

Use of the film has been checked thor- 
oughly with approximately 300 reports re- 
turned on the showing of the film by local 
association, businessmen’s clubs, colleges, 
high schools and veteran classes. The film 
also reached many thousand pepple through 
the medium of television. nawiaiaciely 
60,000 farmers, ranchers, businessmen, and 
students in this country and Canada have 
viewed the film and heard its story of mod- 
ern beef production. 

Total mailings from the national office 
during the fiscal year just ended include 
177,459 letters and 26,099 packages. In 
this mountain of mail were 41,000 copies of 
“Cattle Raising At Its Best”, 12,000 copies 
of “A Brief History of Aberdeen-Angus”, 
13,200 copies of “How To Register Aber- 
deen-Angus”, 19,500 copies of “It Pays To 
Know More About Aberdeen-Angus”, 15,000 
annual reports, and more than 650 copies of 
the poster, “It’s Beef That Counts”. 

Our news service is now available to 
10,057 newspapers and. farm publications 
reaching our 7,500,000 readers and 322 
radio stations. Besides the regular news 
releases on the activities of the national as- 
sociation, many special articles and photo- 
graphs were distributed on request. Many

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PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 
ELEGATES of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: This is the 66th annual 

meeting of the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association and probably the biggest meet- 
ing we have had since its organization, No- 
vember 21, 1883. 

I will try and keep the President’s report 
distinct and separate from the Secretary’s 
report, and will as far as possible avoid any 
duplication of remarks. Regarding your 
-Secretary’s report, however, I wiil say that 
the Secretary’s report you will hear this 
evening will be the best report that any sec- 
retary has ever had the pleasure of giving 
at any annual meeting of this Association. 

1. In order to keep the Delegates and 
members informed on Association affairs, 
I will try to relate some of the work done 
and decisions made by your Board of Di- 
rectors and what has sponsored and brought 
about these decisions. 

At the first meeting December 2, 1948, 
of your Board of Directors, a new perman- 
ent committee was added to the list of our 
standing committees. This committee is 
known as the Planning Committee. As the 
name implies, this committee will act as a 
commission to study and plan and make 
recommendations to the Board of Directors 
on matters vital to the progress and welfare 
of our association and our Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. This committee just recently recom- 
mended to your Board of Directors a com- 
mercial cattle program which was adopted. 
This program which is informative and 
educational, when carried through, will be 
a big factor in convincing the commercial 
cattle breeder that Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
are the most profitable cattle to raise and 
feed. Our slogan “It’s Beef That Counts” 
is an excellent one. With the commercial 
cattle breeder, our slogan could appropriate-

2. While we added one permanent com- 
mittee, we also disposed of one regular com- 
mittee for this year 1949. This was the 
Judges Committee. In the past the Judges 
Committee selected the judges for the 
various shows, then presented the list of 
judges to the Board of Directors for ap- 
proval. Early this year each director gave 
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your secretary a list of judges that he con- 
sidered most outstanding. From this list 
your Secretary selected the judge or judges, 
as the case might be, for the various shows. 
I will say that no one, including your di- 
rectors and officers of your Association had 
any advance notice of who the judges were 
going to be.

your Board adopted the 3-judge system,

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NOTHER economic storm cloud is be- 
ing blown up in Washington, where 
economists are so numerous they seem 

to come out of the woodwork. 

The big blow this time is over the gen- 
eral question of whether the nation is on 
another inflationary joyride that, this time, 
will end in a crash. 

Truman’s official family is split over 
whether or not there should be added gov- 
ernment care, feeding, and control of the 
economy. 

Most economists are predicting big spend- 
ing during the next year by both govern- 
ment and business. P bonne incomes are 
expected to hold up, and meat consumption 
to be maintained, if not increased. 

The argument is what should be done 
Ft if anything, to avoid a possible boom- 

ust. 

Marriner §S. Eccles, outspoken Federal 
Reserve Board member who sometimes 
criticizes his boss, Harry Truman, told 
Congressmen recently that signs of infla- 
tion are increasing. 

He wants more regulation of banking and 
the money market. 

The treasury Department is inclined to be 
more optimistic, along with John Clark who 
is one of the President’s two-member Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers. 

“Too many .federal economists,” Clark 
charges, “live in perpetual fear” and look 
under their beds for alarming statistics be- 
fore going to sleep nights. Clark is for 
laying off the economy for awhile and con- 
centrating on balancing the federal budget. 

Not so, Leon Keyserling, the President’s 
other Council member. 

He wants to jump up and down on the 
economy by instituting early government 
action and controls to stabilize things.

Lawmakers won’t get far next year in 
their drive to reduce the spread between 
farm and retail prices, according to latest 
figures from the USDA. 

The Agriculture Department figures that 
the farmer’s share of the food dollar will 
drop from the present 49 cents to 46 or 47 
cents in 1950. 

A Senate Agriculture subcommittee, 
headed by Iowa’s Guy M. Gillette, is hold- 
ing heari on marketing margins. The 
Senator thinks the farmer is not getting 
his share. : 

His suspicions were aroused further re- 
cently when the USDA told him-that the 
farmer’s share of the meat dollar dropped 
from 79 percent to 65 percent between June 
of 1946 and the end of this year. 

“When farm prices are going up”, charges 
Gillette, “the marketing system readily in- 
creases its charges, but this does not seem 
to be the case when farm prices start going 
down.” 

Department experts admit “it seems 
easier” to raise prices than to lower them, 
but warns against hasty action that would 
reduce market efficiency. 

Labor and transportation costs, amon 
the hardest to bring down, now total 5: 


percent of all marketing charges. The De- 
aah believes they are going higher. 
fits of middlemen, on the other hand, 
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hit the high point in 1946. . . . and are go- 
ing down. 


Cattlemen can look for an expanded 
market of from 9 to 26 percent by 1975... . 
in terms of gains in U. S. popula- 
tion. 

So says a study by USDA’S Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. 

t predicts that the population of every 
major geographic area will increase. Great- 
est gains are likely to be in Pacific states, 
and the smallest in the West North Cen- 


tral area. 

The latter prediction could be wrong, the 
BAE forecast says, in case of “industrial 
development. . . . as proposed under a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority.” 

(Not long ago the Department came out 
with a long report which, in effect, opposes 
the TVA type of development for the Mis- 
souri basin.) 

Gains forecast for all areas are: 

Pacific, 31.7 percent to 66.4 percent; West 
North Central, minus .4 percent to 10.7 per- 
cent; New England, 1.6 to 13.8 percent; 
Middle Atlantic, 5.1 to 19.8 percent; East 
North Central, Mountain, South Atlantic, 
and East South Central, 8.8 to 26.4 percent; 
West South Central, 6.4 to 22.2. 


Altogether, BAE thinks, there will be . 


162,337,000 to 188,585,000 people in the 
U. S. a quarter-century from now. 

Present population is 149,215,000. 

The future death rate can be calculated 
fairly accurately assuming there isn’t a war, 
says BAE, but the birth rate is tough to 
figure.

USDA’s long-awaited grain storage pro- 
gram, announced recently, is pretty much as 
advertised. 

CCC is to guarantee use for three years 
of 75% of new storage, with preference for 
facilities near producing areas. 

Agreements will be made with cooper- 
ative associations and commercial ware- 
house agencies. 

Rates will be those in effect under the 
Uniform Grain Storage Agreement. If less 
than 75% of a facility is used, CCC will pay 
10 cents per bushel for the unused portion 
of the three-quarter capacity in the first 
year, and a cent less each year for the next 
two years. 

In cases where additions are made to 
existing facilities, the guarantee is for two 
years. 


REA boss Claude. Wickard is slipping 
the needle into hopefuls out to promote big 
telephone loans for electric co-ops. 

Under new legislation, REA is authorized 
to make 2 percent, 35-year loans for expan- 
sion and improvement of rural telephone 
service. 

There have been charges that the REA 
co-ops would “take over.” Wickard denies 
them, and stresses three points: 

(1) Loans to one co-op for both electri- 

ication and telephones would make it diffi- 


cult to account for expenditure of federal] 
funds. 

(2) Membership of an electric co-op rare 
ly would be identical with that of a tele 
phone co-op. 

(3) In many states there are “substantig] 
legal obstacles” to provision of ’phone sep 
vice by electric co-ops. 

Wickard, however, qualifies his stand, 

If existing service proves inadequate, he 
says, “the same persons who are presently 
members of rural electric cooperatives 
might well form the nucieus of a new and 
separate cooperative.” 


Farmers are being warned by researchers 
against putting too much faith in use of 
electric lamps and traps for killing the 
European corn borer and other night-flying 
moths. 

Preliminary tests indicate, however, that 
this control method may prove of value 
after further study. 

Experiments in Indiana and Iowa reveal- 
ed that borer moths can be effectively at- 
tracted and killed at distances up to 200 
feet from the traps. 

Corn borer damage this year is expected 
to be more than double the $103 million lost 
last year. 

Damage in Iowa alone in 1949 is esti- 
mated at $140 million.

FALL IS TIME TO CHECK 
CORN DEFICIENCIES 


The harvest season is the best time of the 
year to observe results of mineral deficien- 
cies in final corn yields and begin to plan 
next year’s program to supply all the nee- 
essary elements for a satisfactory crop, 
says J. D. Sayre of the agronomy depart 
ment of the Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Station. 

_ Deficiency symptoms of nitrogen, potas 
sium, and phosphorus in corn plants are al- 
ways accompanied by decreased yields. 

valcium and magnesium are two minerals 
which may be low in young corn plants due 
to restricted absorption but which ar 
— in mature plants, continues Sayre. 

Icium deficiency results in torn or rag- 
ged leaf tips when the leaves are finally un- 
rolled and mature. Magnesium deficiency 
shows up as streaks or mottled areas be 
tween the veins where chlorophyll is com 
tained. Both symptoms may show up as the 
leaves are unrolling in rapidly growing 
plants but they completely disappear when 
plants are fully grown. There is no evidence 
that either of these mineral deficiencies, 
under the conditions described, cause any 
yield reductions. 

Corn is a rapidly growing crop plant if 
weather conditions are favorable in the 
spring, and may grow so rapidly that the 
root systems-is too restricted to invade 
areas where mineral elements are available 
Consequently, young plants may have sev 
eral common mineral deficiencies which will 
disappear completely in larger plants. 
their root system is well established in the 
soil most of the early deficiencies will 
appeat if the soil is at all fertile and the 
plants will continue good growth.

NEXPECTEDLY attractive selling 
prices for cattle during the entire 
month of November guaranteed larger 
than anticipated margins to the feeder and 
the result was a supply that was only a 
little smaller than arrivals in October, 
although the total was around 4,000 head 
bigger than in November, 1948. 
Not only did a fair number of well finish- 
ed cattle arrive at the Yards during the 
month, but a very liberal run of “short-fed” 
and “warmed-up” cattle moved marketward, 
gaining momentum late in the month when 
prices in many instances were making for 
margins of largely $2.00 to $4.00 over ini- 
tial cost, while in some instances the mar- 
gin amounted to $5.00 and more. These at- 
tractive selling prices brought in many cat- 
tle that had been out considerably less than 
ninety days and this marketing may have 
some market strengthening effects later. 
Early in November the department of 
agriculture reported a volume of cattle 
feeding in this country this season as large 
or larger than last year. The previously 
heavy movement of replacement cattle into 
corn belt feed lots continued through the 
month of October. Much of the broad outlet 
for cattle has been the result of ample feed 
supplies, coupled with the fact that much 
corn was knocked to the ground by a severe 
windstorm that hit some parts of the corn 
belt earlier in October. Too, much corn is 
down as a result of damage done by the 
cern borer. Farmers were unwilling to let 
this corn go to waste and to hand clean the 
fields would be time consuming and costly, 
so a very strong demand for replacement 
cattle has been created in some sections of 
the corn belt, many cattle leaving the Chi- 
cago Yards for fields where much corn re- 
mained to be cleaned up. - 
. During the period July through October, 
1949, shipments of stocker and feeder cattle 
into corn belt states were forty-eight per 
cent larger than a year ago and were the 
highest on record. It is notable that in the 
eight corn belt states for which records are 
kept total inshipments for July through 
October amounted to 2,004,000 head, com- 
pared with 1,355,000 head a year ago. In 

owa it was found that the inshipments by 
the end of October exceeded by eight per 
cent the entire July through December 
totals of a year ago. 

The question in the minds of interested 
parties is concerned with possibility of 
many of these cattle coming to market as 
soon as their Bp ny job is done. Some 
members of the trade believe that many of 
these cattle will be finished out in the feed 
lots, while others look for hasty marketing 
at the prevailing margin-producing prices. 

At present it is true that many cattle 
coming into the Chicago market are just 
the cattle that have been included in these 
discussions, The final weeks of the month 
found “short-fed” and warmed-up steers 
‘and yearlings, including heifers, making up 
a tae percentage of the daily receipts 
and the saturation point was apparently 
reached near the close of the month when 
buying interests slashed prices paid for 
these less desirable cattle. On some ses- 
sions the selling side was unable to dis 
of all of their holdings, but price reductions 
of $2.00 and more during the month found 
most of these cattle still making plenty of 
margin. Just how much of the reported _ 
in numbers of cattle on feed as of the 
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of the month has been effected by the lib- 
eral marketings remains a question that 
only the future can answer. 

Slipping and sliding sc for live hogs 
as well as pork at wholesale and retail 
levels has also had a hand in making for 
some sizable reductions in the saleability 
of beef during the past month. It is a fact 
that not since the OPA days of October, 
1946, has the consuming public been treat- 
ed to the low prices prevailing for pork at 
retail prices. Many large chain stores have 
been making almost a daily feature of the 
reasonable pork prices and all of this has 
stimulated the consumption of pork at the 
expense of the beef cattle trade. 

Hog prices at Chicago showed the sharp- 
est reduction on record in November, with 
only the two immediately preceeding years 
showing sharper reductions. The decline in 
the month was $2.00 below a month earlier 
and was the sharpest since November, 1948. 
The heavy volume of hogs to market found 
the November~total the largest for. that 
month in the history of the packing indus- 
try. Despite this heavy volume and price 
reductions it was soon apparent that the 
bulk of most oreringe moved into slaugh- 
ter channels on the day they were offered 
for sale, the ready acceptance on the part 
of the consuming pore coupled with the 
fact that some pork packers reported that 
they were a Oe as they believed 
that pork prices reached or very nearly 
approached the bottom for the season. On 

ovember first the 210 million pounds of 
pork in cold storage warehouses was three 
percent larger than stocks on the same date 
a year ago, despite a much larger pork 
slaughter, and were considerably less than 
the 1937-41 average stocks for that date. 

At times during the month of November 
the average price of hogs meee f approach- 
ed the “guide price” established by the de- 
partment of iculture, this being a price 
that would bring the government into the 
pork market in an attempt to bolster rates. 

The establishment of new record high 
cattle prices has just about ceased making 
news because of its repetition during the 
past month.

advertising agencies also requested and re- 
ceived photographs. Cooperation by the 
press and radio in the release of news was 
outstanding. 

Field representatives of the association 
aided greatly in the reporting of Angus 
activities to the press and radio. They con- 
ducted a regular news column in the breed 
publication, wrote special articles for agri- 
cultural publications, and took part in count- 
less radio broadcasts. They also prepared 
— Angus displays at many fairs and 
shows. 

In order to have more information on 


‘commercial Angus available, a question- 


naire was mailed to more than 2500 stock- 
men. These Angus producers listed 12,440 
cattle which incladed 7,859 steer and heifer 
calves, 2,863 yearlings, 809 two-year-olds, 
82 three-year-olds, and 829 cows. This in- 
formation was distributed to people inter- 
ested in obtaining commercial Angus. 

Fourteen new county, district and state 
associations were organized during the past 
year bringing a total of 144 active asso- 
ciations in this country and Canada. These 
associations are —s a grand job of breed 
gga ane They are furnishing a good mar- 

et place for small herds and are bringing 
many new members into the Association. 
A number of unfitted heifer sales have prov- 
en most satisfactory and are getting An- 

s females into the hands of farmers. 

ese sales, along with the increased de- 
mand in the range areas, has broadened 
our bull market and I feel are largely re- 
sponsible for the very satisfactory average 
resulting this year. 

Another fieldman was added to our staff, 
dividing the work in the Southwest. Sales 
from this area give evidence of a marked 
increased demand for both bulls and fe- 
males. Ranchers have outbid corn belt 
feeders for many hundreds of head of com- 
mercial females this fall. There has been 
a stronger demand for bulls in all parts of 
the range country. Your Board of Di- 
rectors are cognizant of this demand and 
aré bending every effort to further this de- 


velopment in the range states. 

Four state and two regional associations 
have full time fieldmen and the figures 
from these sections prove these men have 
develo real activity. Ali of them have 
worked closely with the national office in 
their promotional program. 

Registrations and Transfers 


There were 87,722 cattle registered and 
75,076 transferred during the fiscal year. 
New member totaled 1804. 

Premiums 

There was a total of $64,379.38 spent for 
premiums. Breeding cattle classifications 
took $55,126 and $9,253.88 went to junior 
exhibitors. This figure compares with a 
total of $59,343.17 in 1948, an increase of 
$5,036.21. 

Steer Championships 

Last year grand champion steer awards 
went to Aberdeen-Angus \at the Interna- 
tional, Chicago, American Royal, Kansas 
City, Grand National Exposition, San Fran- 
cisco, Eastern National, Baltimore, South- 
western Exposition and Fat Stock Show, Ft. 
Worth, Eastern States Exposition, Spring- 
field, Massachusetts. 

The grand champions at State Fairs in- 
cluded, Ohio, Wisconsin, Missouri, Indiana, 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania Junior Show, 
Minnesota Junior Show, Interstate Baby 
Beef Show, Louisville Fat Stock Show, 
Pittsburg Junior Show, Montana Winter

5. All funds allocated to the Building

Securities as well as any accumulated 
earnings. This entire Building 
Maintenance Fund will be kept sepa 
rate and distinct for this purpose and 
cannot be used for any other pus 
without a majority vote of the dele 
gates at an annual meeting. At such 
time that the then existing Boam 
deems a building necessary—the type 
and site will be submitted to the dele 
gates of the annual meeting for theif

The open show competition November 
28th and 29th brought out the tops of the 
junior show and in addition strong Aber. 
deen-Angus a from Iowa State 
College, C. E Sons, Muscatine, 
Iowa, (who had the 1948 International 
grand champion steer); Kenneth Eitel, of 
Green Castle, Missouri, (who. had "the 
American Royal grand champion in 1948); 
Harken Farms, of Osceola, Iowa; C.’Y, 
Whitney Farms, of Old Westbury, New 
York; and J. H. Quisenberry & Sons, Win- 
chester, Kentucky; to name some who gave 
the winners a run for their money. 

The Aberdeen-Angus championship in the 
open show went to the calf that had won 
the club nd championship for the breed 
on Sat y—Lin-Lo, the pride and joy of 
Bonnie Lu Logan, of Van Wert, Ohio. Re 
serve breed champion was the senior calf 
shown by Harken Farms, of Iowa, an entry 
of their own breeding. Betty Hartter, of 
Carlock, Illinois, won the summer yearling 
class with her club steer which previously 
had been the reserve grand champion of 
the club show. The Yoders, of Muscatine, 
Iowa, topped the junior calves. 

However, in the involved system of judg- 
ing from which the grand champion steer 
of the show is selected, the Blacks fell by 
the wayside. Instead of the breed cham- 
pions competing against each other the final 
purple is decided between the calves which 
have been champions by age groups. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed champion lost 
in its weight class to the Hereford which 
eventually went on to the supreme honors, 
Betty Hartter’s steer won its weight divis- 
ion but it was almost a foregone conclusion 
that it could go no higher, having previous- 
ly lost to the Logan calf, and also to the 
Harken Farms steer which was _ reserve 
breed champion.

TYRCONNEL FARM

- spite of overcast skies and threat of 
rain, some seventy-five visitors turned out 
to see what Manager George Porteous had 
in store for them. Manager George, believ- 
. ing there was room for cattle breeders to 
get together and discuss some of their 
problems as well as find out how to solve 
some of them, planned a strictly practical 
program, that began with a trio of very 
capable veterinarians removing a corn from 
the foot of his herd bull, Commander of 
Dunwalke. This was followed by a demon- 
stration of the proper method. of dressing 
cattle for the show ring, tattooing calves, 
discussion of some of the bulls, discussion 
of the proper conditioning of show and sale 
cattle, a hoof trimming demonstration was 
given, calves were castrated, and in gen- 
eral any questions of interest were dis- 


One of the most enlightening highlights 
of the day was a tour of the cow herd with 
Manager George as guide and commentator, 
for his vast store of knowledge of the Aber- 
deen-Angus business in general, and his own 
cow herd in particular, is enough to make 
anyone marvel.

certainly didn’t look her age. She has nine 
daughters in the herd, in addition to grand- 
daughters, and more remote descendants. 

Another old producer who is still dropping

But, a whole 
sale switch from grain and row crop farm | 
ing to a grass agriculture could and would 
create an agregate of livestock that would 
be disastrous to us livestock men unless we | 
produce cheaper. There are many ways to | 
do that job. 

We can rotate our grazing; develop more 
water; salt better; use permanent pastures; 
and use more productive varieties of gragg 
on ranges and farm lands. We can frell 
animals that are more efficient users of | 
forage and concentrates. We can reduce | 
disease losses, spray for grubs and flies and | 
avoid bruising and injury. 

Gentlemen, I believe this responsibility 
for more, better, and cheaper livestock ig 
one that we alone should assume and faith- 
fully discharge. 

We stockmen have rightfully been proud 
of our rugged individualism, of our re 
sourcefulness and self-reliance. We have 
made our way through sheer guts, har 
work and inventiveness. We have been able 
to stand up flat footed, look any man in the 
eye and, if so moved, tell him to go to hell. 
Let’s fight for our rights to free enterprise 
and independence of action and not be de- 
luded by the new and popular philosophy 
which, to me, is likewise unhealthy, of pro- 
duction controls, marketing quotas and fe?- 
eral subsidies. Why fool ourselves that the 
taxpayer who is to finance these schemes 
is someone else. We too are the undei- 
writers of subsidy programs.
